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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1) Claims 8-19, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 is not clear as to what is meant by the lines 6-7 phrase "wherein said 
filtering surface further comprises apertures with an area larger than an average size of 
the particulate material in the liquid stream;". It is not clear how large is an average 
size of particulate matter, and what is an area of apertures, is it a diameter. 

Claim 14 is not clear as to what is meant by the lines 6-7 phrase "wherein said 
filtering surface further comprises apertures with an area larger than an average size of 
the particulate material in the liquid stream;". It is not clear how large is an average 
size of particulate matter, and what is an area of apertures, is it a diameter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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2) Claims 8-19, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Williamson (6,105,788). Williamson discloses a papermaking screen basket for filtering 
of papermaking stock. The screen basket includes a support base made formed of 
honeycomb like cells that extend radially in the direction of flow through the screen 
basket, and a thin covering 25 having screening openings throughout and supported on 
the honeycomb cell core and attached to the core by welding. The covering 25 and the 
screen basket are annular and cylindrical and the covering can be located on the 
outside or on the inside of the honeycomb screen. The screen openings pf item 25 are 
disclosed to be of size from 0.002 in. in diameter to 0.030 in. or more with satisfactory 
percent of open area of between 6 to about 20 percent or more (col. 2, lines 34-64). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious, to one skilled in the art at the time the invention 
was made, that the filtering area be of size that is larger than the average size of the 
particular material in the liquid stream of papermaking stock, and that a bed of filtering 
fibers from the papermaking stock be formed on the screen and provide a fine filtering 
medium (col. 3, line 54 to col. 6, line 65, and Figures 1-6).
